a ftatue. Whatever opinion this learned gentleman may 
tacitly have of me, (for complaifance is fometimes to be 
fofpetted ;) yet as upon the face of his letter he appears a 

enerous antagonift, I do myfelf the honour to enter the 
F , and thank him for the genteel rebuke. The little 
eommon fenfe, I am mafter of, teaches me to beleive fo 
wife a man as Cicero, in the paflage I have above quo- 
ted, that Every man is liable to commit a miftake, none but 
an errant idiot to perfift in one. As to the charge, there- 
fore, in the main, I freely plead guilty; but think I 
thall be able to mitigate the nature of it; and then will 
refume to give your correfpondent fome informations a 
ut this very in/cription in debate, of which he yet 
feems to have had no notice. 

That the corrections, which Sir Gzeornce WHELER's 
inaccurate copying of the infcription betray’d me into, aré 
groundlefs, muft be confefs’d: and that monfieur Spon has 
given usa more correct eggs. of it, is as certain. But, as 
they were fellow-travellers, as they were bothat Chalcedon, 
and copied the in/cription on the {pot ; as, on their com- 
ing home, they both publifh’d fome account of their tra- 
vels, monfieur Spon firlt, and Sir Georce the year after; 
was there a fhadow for fufpicion, that Sir Gsorct 
fhould give us the reading of the marble, they had both 
view’d and copied, more incorreét than his friend had 
firft publifh’d it? My not, therefore, leoking into Spon, 
upon this article, with fubmiffion may net be fo inexcu- 
fable. The only motive, for the corrections I attempted, 
was, that the infcription manifeftly demanded hexameter 
and pentameter verfess; and Sir George, in his tran- 
fcript, as manifeftly had§deprav'd all metre. I was not, 
therefore, taking liberties with the marble, but with the 
inaccuyacy of Sir Georce, his amanuenfis, or printer : 
for, that manufcripts, or printed copies, may be depra- 
ved, tho marble infcriptions cannot be interpolated, will 
be agreed on al] hands. 

But I am, again, accus’d, that I had not confulted 
Dr. Cuisnutz, who, 4y comparing WHE Ler and 
Spon’s two readings together, bas, your correfpondent 
will venture to fay, reftor’d the true one. But how does 
this appear? He quotes Mr. Cuisnutu’s reading of the 
snfcription from his book, as well as his verfion of it ; 
and neither of them, L// venture to fay in my turn, are 
the true ones: fo that I am not the only miitaken per- 
fon, upon the fubjett. 

The truth of the fa& is this. Mr. Cuisnuty pub- 





lith’d his Antiguitates Afiatica in the year 1728; of 


which but a fmall number of copies was printed off, fo 
that the book is but in a few hands; and as its fubject 
ehiefly concerns the antiquaries, I freely confefs, it had 
not a place in my narrow colleétion: nor had I ever 
heard, till too late, that he had retouch’d this injeription, 
fter Spon and Witter. Your correfpondent, tis 
edvious, has confulted this book, and copied the infcrip- 
tion from its which, however, as I faid before, is yet 
hot the true one. J beg leave, therefore, to tell your cor- 
refpondent a piece of news, which he ought to have 
#nown, as much as J fhould have known of Mr. Cuts.

This your ingenious correfpondent muft not profefs to 
have known ; tor if he did, would he publifh a reading 
that Mr. Cutswutc himielf has retraéted? And if he 
did not, neither could he know, that this fine monu- 
ment was in the year 1731 brought over'to Mr. Cuts- 
HuLL by Dr. Macxenzis, and the rev. Mr. Payne; 
and that it now is repofited in the Mufeum of the very 
excellent, and juftly celebrated, Dr. Mean; where] 
have had the happinels, by his favour, to fee and collate 
the marble ; the moft venerable piece of antiquity that 
we can boaft of, at leaft, in Europe; being 60 years, 
and more, older than the Arundelian chronicle-marbles. 
Your correfpondent and I having been both miftaken 
in our fetting out, it will be fufficient to add new, (upon 
an affair that fo little concerns the publick,) that this was 
an infcription upon the pedeftal of an antique flatue of 
Jurirer Urivs, fet up at CHALCgpon on the margin 
of the Thracian Bofphorus 5 inviting all paffengers to 
make their offerings for a profperous winds whether 
their courfe lay towards the Cyanean ifles, and thro’ the 
Euxine; or whether they were to return by the Hel- 
lefpont and A’gaean fea. 

Cicsro has mentiond three ftatues, and, perhaps, 

there might have been four, as Mr. Cuisnutt fafpects 
fam’d fer their workmanfhip, ere€ted to this deity, as 
the giver of a proiperous voyage: one at Prenefte, one 
at Syracufe, one of Macedonia, and one at Chalcedon in 
the Thracian Bofphorus. The lait of thcfe ftatues, as4 
appears by the iahristion, was made by Puitc, who is 
rank’d by Puiny among the celebrated ftatuaries : and is 
the fame, probably, mentioned by Tarian for his fine 
ftatue of Heruazstion: which, if fo, the monument 
in debate muft be as old as the time of ALEXANDER the 
Great: fo that, as your ingenious correfpondent obferves, 
my firft {ufpicion of Pu1i0’s Chrifianity was chimerical ; 
and, tobe free with myfelf, ridiculous. 
I could, were it to the purpofe, preduce unexception- 
able teftimonies, that, feveral months ago, I was aware 
of the miftake I had run into; and, as I expected to be 
{truck at, defign’d to have publith’d a Differtation on Ju- 
PiteR Urivs, and thereto have fet this matter right: 
but as I am prepar’d to put out an edition of SHaxe-
